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Many talents must be utilized to 
keep an institution such aS ours going. 
An important phase of the work is how 
to get along financially, day by day, 
cost by cost. The expenses incurred by 
a hospital are varied and often obscured 
- insurance, depreciation, legal and 
architectural fees - as well as mainten- 
ance, Salaries and all the other obvious 
expenses. For HSS is a hotel, restau- 
rant, gymnasium and school as well as 
a place where the sick come to be 
treated. 


The man who works out some of these 
financial problems is Warren E. Ungberg, 
Assistant Director of the Hospital. He 
is a man who has the administrator's 
tact and personality for dealing with 
people and the accountant's facility for 

= - = finance. He has the talent of stripping 
a problem of the non-essentials and getting to the heart of the matter. He is 
also a man who listens. "What do you think?" "What are your thoughts on 
this?" Familiar questions put to all of us by him. He cares what we think 
and he listens to what we say. For this reason he has the gift of getting 
people to work for him. Some of the aspects of Warren's duties include nego- 
tiations with Blue Cross, administration of research affairs, study of 
our rates as well as the rates of other institutions, costs for maintenance 
and building, conferences with architects regarding alterations or additions 
to our plant, the completion of various reports regarding surveys of national 
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organizations, insurance and tax reports. He is the administrative 
representative for the Safety Committee and also deals with the actuaries 
on employee pensions. He is the man who jockeys the 40-odd parking spaces 
in our garage in an effort to keep our staff members happy and free of 
parking tickets. He also keeps an eye on the apartment situation for our 
nurses and doctors. These duties are carried out with much amiability 
and humor. That he is successful in all these undertakings is evident 

by the high esteem that all of his associates have for him. 


Warren was born and brought up in Providence, Rhode Island. 
After graduation from Bryant College, he spent five years (1940-45) in 
the air force in the south Pacific. Warren's "war" experiences are. 
most amusing when he can be prevailed upon to relate them. Somehow in 
1943 he managed to pull rank and get enough leave (just for a weekend) 
to marry "Midge," a nurse in the army nurse corps at that time. Following 
their demobilization, they settled in Florida. After a year of missing 
their families and friends, they decided to return to New York. In 1946 
Warren went to St. Luke's Hospital and in 1950 came to HSS. Apparently 
he likes us as well as we like him since he is now almost eligible for 
that exclusive society known as The Fifteen-Twenty-Five Year Club. 


Warren Ungberg's outstanding qualities have also been recognized 
outside the office and he has been elected to the top offices of the 
Council of Hospital Administrators and of the Flying Scot Fleet of the 
Old Greenwich Boat Club. 


A step into his office reveals his love of boats and the sea. 
There is a Monet print of a sail boat and a sketch of Warren's own 18 foot 
"Flying Scot" drawn by Olive Fischer. Warren has the Sailing man's con- 
tempt of motor boats and the like and dismisses such sailors' nautical 
ability with scorn. He believes there is no point to being on the water 
unless you are racing in a sailboat and heeling in the wind. Upon close 
cross-examination, he will admit that it is possible to "heel" too far. 
It is surprising how cold Long Island Sound can be on a sunny afternoon 
even if it is in June. Warren's daughter, Carolyn, is often his crew and 
Shows a love of the sea like her father's. Warren also enjoys playing 
tennis and badminton but finds that his sons, Steven and Reginald, are 
giving him a bit of competition these days. Midge, Warren's wife, is a 
teacher as well as a nurse, and besides coping with a house, husband, 
three children, a dog ("we'll never be able to train her"), a cat, thirty 
fifth graders, the Scouts, the PTA, a few assorted organizations, Midge 
fills in her spare time by organizing such things as the "Harding Road 
Bird Watchers' Association" whose motto is "keep 'em flying." Her sense 
of humor, enthusiasm and energy are equal to that of three ordinary people. 
No wonder Warren says that that weekend leave back in 1943 was the most 


important weekend of his life. A visit to their home in Old Greenwich, 
Connecticut is a warm, friendly, Sometimes hilarious experience. It is 

nice to know that people like the Ungbergs exist and we feel Special Surgery 
is especially fortunate in having Warren on our staff.
